'A haven for knitters' wos the vision I 
hod In mind when the opprortunity to 
move Into a much bigger shop arose 
a year ago. Liss Worols hod been in 
business for three years but had clearly 
outgrown its small, cosy premises. 

Many thought I was mod to move 
to huge premises In the teeth of the 
worst retail recession In decades, but 
as a keen knitter I was convinced that 
a spacious, well-strocked wool shop 
would attract customers from near 

One year on and I’m very hdppy 
with the outcome. Busihess has grown 
strongly and word is spreading, it 
seems that knitters love the big range 
of well over 1.000 yarns and ftattems, 
and the two big comfy sofas In the 
middle of the shop are (occupied by 
knitters chdtting about their shared 
interest. Husbands diso apprecidte 
the sofas as they can sit patiently with 
a magazine while thek wives browsel 

ITS not unusual for someone to 
drive an hou to get here and spend 
a couple of hours or more browsing 
through yarns, pottems, books and 
accessories. I always put the kettle 
on fex them and knitters seem to love 
the unhurried, relaxed (opprooch to 
stropping. Many refer to It as ‘me' time 
and liken It to the relaxatkxi ttrot comes 
with a fackol or a visit to the hakdresser. 

I run lots (Of workshops throughout 
the year and each week there are 
several Knit & Natter groups. These all 
(Odd to the sense of C(ommunity that 
now surrounds the shop and makes It 
so welcoming to knitters who seem to 
feel so at home here. 

Ftaving such a big range of yams 
and patterns allows me to serve the 
needs of beginner end experienced 
knitters os well as the budget 
conscious and mrore Indulgent knitters. 

I kove to see new people taking up 
knitting and I always welcome new 
knitters to the shop ond rrroke myself 
avaltoble for picking up the odd 
dRopped stitch or giving (0(rtvlce. 

At the heart of Uss Wools Is a 
passion fex customer service, whether 
It's those big comfy sofas, scxjrckig 
yom for a very old pattern or just 
putting the kettle on and nrraklng the 
time tor a chat.

TWs cotton and vwdoI blend Is o great yam 
for all seasons. It feels like a soft cotton but 
also has warmth from the wool element 
and Is perfect for sensitive skins and baby 
garments. It knits up with tovely clear stitch 
definition, good elasticity and a soft sheen. 
The tension comes out at 24 sts to 10cm 
using 4mm needles, which gives a firm 
and even knit that Is light to handle and 
wear. Knitshop will recommerKt suitable 
poftoms to support the yam. Cotton Piled 
Wool Yam Is available In eight solid shades 
and six multlcotoured shades, the sample 
Is shown In Light Green.

Knitting 
garments with 
steeks 

Fiona Morris shows you how to knit in the round using steeks 
to stitch, cut and finish your garment. 



ome garments, paiticulaily those 
knitted In two-colour stranded 
techniques such as Falrlsle, are much 
easier to work knitted In the round. 
However once you get to the armholes 
and neck shaping. It these were worked 
In the usual way. you would hove to start 
working book and forth rather than In the 
round. Steeks. or extra stitches, are a way 
of continuing to work In the round while 
working shaping In a garment. Using the 
tank top I have designed as an example 
(page 26) I will explain how you can make 
a garment In the round with steeks. 

The tank top Is started at the welt, casting 
on the number of stttches required for knitfing 
m fhe round. A flp that can help when joining 
cost on stttches m the round: cast on one 
extra stitch, check the cost on edge Is not 
twisted (Dnd then sip the last stitch cast on 
onto the needle In frcxit of the first stttch 
cost <xi arxi pass this first stitch over the lost 
stttch to loin the round. Continue knitting the 
garment as given in the pattern unti you 
reach the amnhole shaping. 

Before starting to knit the last round before 
armhole shoping, check fhe number of 
stifchos fhot need to go onto o fhread for 
fhe underarm: the pattern rrray tel you how 
many stitches either side of the side seam 
stitch marker. Knit the last round stopping 
the required number of stitches before the 
beginning/end round stitch market. Slip the 
underarm stitches onto a stttch holder or 
smooth coTTlrast colour thread to be picked 
up fcrter when knitting the armbands. Cost 
on the stated number of stitches e.g. 9 sts 



using the single thumb twist or backward 
loop method of casting on. If yrxr are 
knitting a plain round just use the colour 
you are knitting wtth. If you are knitting 
o patterned round cost on in alternate 
colours start wtth the main (background) 
colour (see Image 1). 

Knit across the Front to the same number 
(3f stitches before the side seam mrorker os 
you worked to previously. Slip the underarm 
stitches onto a thread and cast on 9sts 
for the steek. Knit across the Bock to the 
cast on stttches for the first steek. The steek 
stitches are usually knitted In alternate 
colours wtth the edge stttches worked In 
the moln cotour. They con either be worked 
to give a vertical stripe pattern or on 
alternating pattern as shown In Image 2. 

I find It helpful to use stttch markers to 
mark the beginning and end of eoch steek 
and another crslour marker to mark the 
fitsVIast complete prattern repeat. Imoge 

2 shows navy blue stitch markers marking 
the steek arxl a blue safety pjin marker 
fixed Into the steek to remlrxl me where the 
beginningfend of the rourxl Is. 

A v-neckime wm be storied a few tows 
after the start of the armhole shaping. To 
start the v-neck you need to know which Is 
the centre front stitch (marked by a safety 
pin stitch marker). Knit actress to one stitch 
before the marked stitch and slip the rrext 

3 stttches onto a stitch holdei. You now 
need to cast on stitches for the front neck 
steek e.g. 7 sts. Again the stttches will be 
worked in olternote rxtiours with the edge 
stttches being In the main cdoui. 



For further imrages 
see page 48 
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Continue knitting in the round and working 
the armhole raid neckline decreoses ellher 
side of each steek. In the tank top pattern 

1 used a right sloping (Crease |k2tog) 
before the steek stitches and a left sloping 
decrease (ssk) otter the steek stitches but 
you con reverse these decreoses If you 
want a softer line at the decrease points. 
Once you reach the top of the garment you 
need to cost off the steek siftches and put 
the shoulder stitches onto stitch holders or 
threads (see Image 3). 

The next step Is to mark the centre stitch 
of each steek ready for machine sewing. 
Use a contrast coloui smooth yarn to work 
a basting stitch down each centre sleek 
stitch as shown In Image 3. This basting 
stitch acts as a guide when machine 
stitching down the steek. You can either 
machine sew in the gap between the 
marked stitch and the next stitch over or 
down the centre of the stitch next to the 
marked stitch. Image 4 shows me sewing 
down the centre of the next stitch. If the 
tank top was knitted In OK weight or thicker 
yam I would sew In the gap between the 

2 stitches. You need to machine sew with 
a short straight stitch. 

Sew down one side of the steek going 
over the cast on stitches, then stitch across 
the bottom edge and up the other side of 
the sleek. At the top and bottom edges 
make sure you stttch over the edge to hold 
these stitches when cut. It Is eosler to see the 
machine stitching If you look on the reverse 
side of the knitting so you m<3y wont to check 
you hove sewn over all the stitches. 



The next step Is the scory bit when you 
hove to cut your knitting. Use a sharp pair 
of embroidery or dressmaking scissors and 
start cutting down the centre stitch where 
the basing Is (see Image 5). If you cut the 
stitches with the basting yam in place you 
will hove a lot of short etxls to rerrrove so 
when I cut I unprlck the basing yam a bit at 
a time as I cut the stitches. 

Once the knitting Is cut the steek stitches 
can be faided to the inside to form a 
facing. The armholes and neck edge 
hove to be finished with a knitted bond. 

The method I used was to work a knit pick 
up through the centre of the main colour 
edge steek stitch as shown in Image 6. 
Once the band Is completed the cut edge 
can be neatened an the inside by using 
an ordinary sewing needle threaded with 
a matching colour cotton and walking 
a herringbone stitch across the cut edge 
catching the facing to the wrong side of 
the garment. 

If you (Jon't have a sewing mochine you 
con sill use sleeks and either work a crochet 
chain through every stitch along the edge 
of the marked stitch or work hand sewn bock 
stitch making sure you work through every 
stitch. If you hove spent a fcmg time knitting 
a Fair isle type garment and are afraid to cut 
it then try stitching and cutting a plain piece 
of knitting first or work on a sample piece to 
give yourself more confidence. 

I hope youll hove o go ot using steeks 
and cutting your knitting to make a beautiful 
Fairisle garment. Try it out on my pattern on 
page 76. •

3rd size = 24 pott reps. Centre Front st Is 
pott st 12.

Notes on sleeking

A Unfortunately one of the perils of having 
a wel loved knitting pattern <3ollectlon is 
that the only one that goes astray is usually 
the one you really want to re-knIt. the seal 
sweater you knitted for your sister sounds like 
o truly urilque design but despite a lot of 
research I haven't managed to find another 
pattern like it. 

BUT I hove found a couple of websites 
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that can help you to translate a picture Into a chart, 
which you could then Incorporate Into a sweater design. 

The tirst option Is 'knitpro' (www.mlctorevolt.org/knl1Piol 
- not to be confused with the knitting needle brand 
'KnitPro'. This site translates digital imoges into knit, 
crochet, needlepoint and cross-stitch patterns. It's tree 
to use (although you can make a donation) and you 
simply upload a file from your computer that you'd Ike 
converted into a chart. Next, decide whether you'd 
like It In portrait or landscape format and then click on 
'submr. The chart Is generated very quickly and can 
be saved os a pdf or portable document format file. 

The second option is 'knitting pattern generatof 
(www.kpg.toureaforge.net). This site Is also free and 
can create both straighl and 'illusion' patterns that 
only reveal the picture when viewed at an angle. The 
program also has a number of other features such 
as a c(3tour dotabose which can create a list of yarn/ 
thread colours and a knitting pattern template ttxjt can 
be edited in an HTML editor. But if you don't feel that 
confident altering files or aren't that computer savvy 
perhaps stick with the first option. 

I must admit mot I haven't worked wllh etlher of them 
myself so I'm not sure whether rs possible to scale the 
graphs to the correct proportion for DK weight. I did 
however have a quick play with 'knitpro', which produced 
Ihe 'love knitting' graph shown. Hopefully you'll find one 
of these options helpful, let mo know how you get onl

Q I was lucky enough to hove been given quite a few 
balls of Rowan Denim knit yarn that apparently shrinks 
after It's first wash, which needs the work to be knitted 
larger than required. I would lUce to use this yam but not 
with the shrinkage novetly. If I skein the balls and soak in 
very hot water and then re-wInd It into balls will I be able 
to use it like a conventlonol yam? I hope you con help as 
I love the fading otemont of Ihe yam.

A Rowan's Denim yom Is one of my favourite yams, 
not only has It been In their range far os long os I can 
lemember but it also very durable. It's designed to age lire 
denim fabric so It wll shrink in length but only during Its Initial 
wash, otter which your garment wW remain the some size. 

Vl/inding Ihe balls into skeins Is a good idea but rather 
than lust soaking them I would machine-wash them at 



the recommended 60-70' C. This agitation not only helps 
the shrinking process but also starts to expose the yam's 
white inner core getting rid of a lot of loose dye and 
therefore beginning Ihe lovely 'ogeing' process. Thread 
several ties around each skein In a figure of 8 tormcrtion 
and secure with a knot to ctvoid the yam tangling during 
the wash. Once the yam has been removed from the 
washing machine, allow to dry thoroughly befrjre winding 
It into bans. After woshing the yam has a stocking stitch / 
tension of 20 sts and 32 rows to 10cm when knitted 
on 4mm needles so keep this In mlrxt when 
selecting prottems along with Its metreoge 
of 100m /109 yards per 50g boll. •
